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Spinal Concussion,

‘f \F all accidents to which man is 
liable none more serious cau be- 

fall him than injury to the spinal cord.” 
This statement was made by Page, 
the leading English railway surgeon. 
These injuries occur in the ordinary 
accidents of life, but in none more fre- 
quent and severe than in railway col- 
lisions and derailments, and they are 
most generally accompanied by the 
most distressing symptoms, with usu- 
ally an entire absence of outward and 
direct physical injury, noted for the 
obscurity and insidious character of 
the early symptoms, the slowly pro- 
gressing development of organic lesions 
and functional derangements, and the 
very uncertain nature of the ultimate 
issues of the case, taxing the diagnos- 
tic skill of the surgeon to its utmost, 
and creating many discrepancies in the 
Opinion of surgeons. | 
The symptoms are usually slow in 
their development, and are often not 
well recognized until weeks or months 
after the accident. In the meantime 
there is disability to a greater or less 
extent, evident to the patient if to no 
one else, although some days he may 


feel better than others. ‘“ Many vic- 
tims try to shake off their indispo- 
sition, and attempt to return to work, 
a fact that should be allowed to their 
credit if malingering be suspected.” 
If their be a bone broken during the 
accident, the effect of the jar is taken 
up by the break and dissipated. When 
a watch falls heavily to the ground, if - 
the crystal be broken, the works are 
rarely if ever damaged. A painter 
three stories and broke every bone in 
both arms and legs and sufferrd no 
concussion symptoms. 

To John Erichsen, a renowned Eng- 
lish surgeon of the early half of last 
century, belongs the honor of first cor- 
rectly describing this disease, for which 
reason surgeons are wont to call it 
Erichsen’s disease. The following defi- 
nition was given by Erichsen. It is 
to-day. ‘Spinal coneussion is a 
certain state of the spinal cord, occa- 
sioned by external violence, a state 
that is independent of, and usually, 
but not necessarily uncomplicated by 
any obvious lesion of the vertebral 
column, such as fracture or disloca- 
tion, a condition that is supposed to 
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depend upon a shake or jar received 
by the cord, in consequence of which, 
its intimate organic structure may be 
more or less deranged, and by which 
its functions are certainly greatly dis- 
turbed, so that various symptoms in- 
dicative of loss or modification of 
enervation are immediately or remotely 
induced.” 

It is the belief of physiologists to- 
day that the functional activities of 
the nervous system are determined, 
maintained and modified by molecular 
changes of which neither chemistry 
nor the microscope have as yet re- 
vealed the precise nature. It is also 
an admitted fact that all injuries, par- 
ticularly those of a vibrator nature are 
capable of arresting or perverting 
these functions. ‘It would be little 
less than a miracle if so complex an 
organ as the central nervous axis with 
its soft tissue, its countless interlacing 
conducting tracts, its myriads of deli- 
cate nerve cells and their tender off- 
shoots, should not suffer some disturb- 
ance in a collision which telescopes 
heavy cars, plows up the soil like an 
earthquake, crushes powerful engines 
into unrecognizable mass of fragments, 
and grinds steel and oak to splinters.” 
‘Tt is indeed surprising that more 
serious and extensive injuries are not 
always done to fiesh, bone and nerve 
than the coronor and surgeon are 
called upon to examine.” 

The primary effects of these concus- 
sions or commotions on the spinal cord 
are probably due to the molecular 
change in its structure. ‘The second- 
ary changes are mostly of an inflam- 
matory character or are dependent on 


1etrogressive organic destructions, 
such as softening, shrinking, ete., con- 
sequent on interference with nutrtion. 

When we come to consider the ex- 
treme minuteness of the granules of 
some nerve cells—forty million to the 
Cu. Mm.—and that the most intimate 
relationship exists between them to 
the end that there may be regularity 
and functional integrity of all the 
bodily workings over which they pre- 
side, ‘‘then it becomes apparent that 
that state which we call health is more 
wonderful than disease,” and may it 
not show us that all disease is organic 
in fact, and that the term functional 
disease simply means that we don’t 
undeistand it? If apparent to the eye 
it is organic, if not it is called func- 
tional. 

Violent concussion of the spinai axis 
may produce instantaneous death, al- 
though no evidence can be found in the 
dead body to explain its occurrence. 
It is evident that the molecular 
arrangement has been shaken up and 
deranged, Compare with cases of 
poisoning by strychnine, conium, hy- 
drocyanic acid, snake bite, convulsions, 
insanity, etc., where no pathological 
lesion is visible after death. Strike a 


small horseshoe or any other magnet a 


heavy blow and. observe that the mag- 
netism is gone but there is no visible 
change in the iron. 

In all likelihood cases of pure un- 
complicated disease known as spina] 
concussion arerare. Erichsen includes 
in his list what we now know to be 
inflammation of the cord and its 
membranes, sJowly induced as secoud- 
ary blows, jars, etc., meningitis, mye- 
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litis, extravasations, sclerosis, lacera- 
tion, compression and dislocation. 

“At the time of the accident the 
sufferer is usually quite unconscious 
that any serious injury has happened 
to him. He feels that he has been 
violently jolted and shaken; he is, per- 
haps, somewhat giddy and confused, 
but he feels no bones broken, merely 
some superficial bruises or cuts on the 
head or limbs, perhaps no evidence 
whatever of external injury. He con- 
gratulates himself upon his escape 
from the imminent peril to which he 
was exposed. He becomes usually 
calm and self-possessed, assists his less 
fortunate fellow-sufferers, occupies him- 
self, perhaps actively in this way for 
several hours, and then proceeds on 
his journey.’’ Several days or weeks 
may elapse before he realizes that he 
has been badly shaken. Many suffer- 
ers return to their work or business, 
but all the time there is a slight indis- 
position which they frequentl) try to 
throw off. They appear to lose a little 
more energy every day; soon their 
work becom:<s irksome; they are more 
easily annoyed by the most trivial oc- 
currences; they become fretful and 
peevish and unfit for business, easily 
excited and irritable; sleeplessness 
comes on with general depression of 
strength, aud slight mental indispo- 
sition, also a tendency to shed tears 


easily; pains appear in the back and. 


limbs, and gradually increase. The 
various indefinite symptoms grad- 
ually group themselves somewhat as 
follows: weakness of the legs gradually 
increasing, differing somewhat in each 
leg, the gait is uncertain, straddling, 


stiff and dragging or unsteady and 


labored; standing becomes difficult 
and uncertain; stiffness of the back 
and painful when moved; sensitive 
spots along the spine, giddy sensation, 
paraesthesia, anaesthesia, and  fre- 


quently hyperaesthesia, weakness of 


the bladder, constipation, alteration of 
sexual functions, impaired nutrition: 
pale, sallow complexion, countenance 
expressioniess, atrophy certain 
groups of muscles, cynosis, hyperidro- 
sis, cold extremities, etc. Among early 
symptoms ure vomiting, fever alternat- 
ing with subnormal temperature, bad 
dreams, anorexia, flushings alternating 
with periods of paleness, palpitations, 
incoordination, ‘vertigo, faintings, tre- 
mors, fibrillary twichings, night terrors. 
They become restless and easily star- 
tled, melancholy and hypochondrical, 
and develop speech difficulties. The 


tendon reflex increased, oedema, pare- 


sis, and intolerance of alcoholics are 
usual. They flinch when the spine is 
touched. There are fibrillary twich- 


ings in groups of muscles impossible 


to simulate. Anything sudden or sur- 
prising will cause prolonged palpita- 
tions precordial oppression with weak- 
ness. They are always apprehensive 
of the near future. The intelligence 
weakens; memory is impaired; insanity 
may supervene, if not, a physical wreck 
at least is present. After long periods 
of depression, periods of improvement 
and apparent health alternate with re- 
lapses. On the whole there is gradual 
loss. Some cases come to a standstill 
and remain so for lovg periods, and 
some have improved after many years 
permanently, but these are rare. 
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Chronic invalidism or death is the usual 
result. 
from three days to eleven years. 


SPECIAL SYMPTOMS. 


The legs. Incoordination, motility 
impaired, alteration in size, cramps, 
twichings, feet motion deranged and 
everted or dragged, paraesthesia, hy- 
peralgesia, byperaesthesia, anaesthsia, 
on one or both sides straddling gait, 
difficulty of walking up or down stairs, 
halting uncertain, one-sided and un- 
steady. Attempting to stand on one 
leg will occasionally nauseate; inability 
to walk backward; the limbs are better 
moved when lying down; unable to 
stand on one foot; foot and heel shuf- 
fled along; heel and sole of shoe irregu- 
larly worn. Feet and limbs seem 
parted from the body. 

Arms and hands. Paraestkesia, an- 
aesthesia anal and hyperalgesia, cramps 
and twiches, paresis, motility and tac- 
tile sense altered on either or both 
sides. Little or no appreciation of the 
differerce of or warmth. Sense 
of touch is deranged. 

The back and spine. Pains, especially 
on moving; this may be diffused up 
and down the spine, but felt more par- 
ticularly in a few spots in attempting 
position-changes; it is usually de- 
scribed as a dull, sickening ache, with 
or without throbbings, hot and cold 
sensations, often the occiput is com- 
plained of as being painful, especially 
in the morning. The most painful 
spot is not necessarily the one that was 
struck. Tenderness on pressure is 
usually found in the interscapular and 
lumbar regions. The entire spine be- 


Death usually takes place in> 
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comes toucby. To lean against a chair 
back is painfu]. The spine is carried 
as if cut out of one piece. To stoop 
down is painful and rarely attempted. 
The rigidly upright or forward bent 
spine is characteristic. 

Eye symptoms. Photophobia, epi- 
phora, scotoma, flickerings, scintilla- 
tions, sparks, color hallucinations. The 
deeper colors seem to be all one, the 
lighter iikewise one, dots and circles 
become mixed, lines and angles like- 
wise, asthenopia, diplopia, pupillary 
irregularities and immobilities. Color 
blind or color mixed js characteristic. 

Ear symptoms. Partial deafness on 
one side, general impairment on both 
sides, tinnitus, hissings, whistling and 
roaring sounds seem to be in the head. 

Mouth, taste and smell. Taste per- 
verted and dulled, persistently slaty; 
all kinds of food mostly taste alike. 
Eating becomes mechanical. Some- 
times silivation, at least a frothing at 
the mouth, but the digestion may be 
and is usually fairly good. Odors are 
much mixed and the sense of smell 
much perverted. 

Bowels. Constipation is habitual, 
fecal matter becomes dry and frag- 
mentary and sometimes impacted; loss 
of sphincter control from semi-paraly- 
818, 

Bladder. The sphincter becomes ir- 
ritable, causing difficult spasmodic 
micturition. 

Speech. This sense is constantly de- 
ranged; aphasia and aphonia are fre- 
quent and marked; the effect of speech 
is jerky or drawliny, due to motor 
disturbances. 

Vasomotor disturbances are very nu- 
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merous and prominent, such as cede- 
mas, cyanosis, flushings alternating 
with pale conditions; hyperidrosis 
alternating with marked chills and 
sub-normal temperature. 

Reflexes. The tendon reflexes are 
usually exaggerated and different on 
the two sides. The patellar )eflex as 
a rule 1s increased; the plantar dimin- 
ished. The eye reflexes are altered 
similarly. The cremasteric and abdom- 
inal reflexes are sometimes diminished. 

Sleeplessness is ® very prominent 
symptom and comes on very early It 
is in part due to pain on moving. 
Short naps are crowded with bad 
dreams and night horrors. They feel 
as if falling or sinking away; they wake 
in terror with rapid heart beat and 
profuse perspiration. 

Headache is dull, steady and persist- 
ent, usually occipilal or frontal, hot, 
sharp or neuralgic. 

Sensory sensations. Anaesthesia may 
be on one side or both, or in spots, or 
measured in the median line of the 
body. | 

Hemianaesthesia is usually on the 
same side of the bedy as the motor 
loss, and reflex irritability. 

Hyperaesthesia or an extreme touchy 


condition is usually on the spine and 


other irregular places, — 


Analgesia and hyperalgesia, irregu- 


larly distributed over the boby. 


Paraesthesia or aberant sensations,. 


such as tickling, crawling, pins and 
needles, hot and cold flushes, numb- 
ness, cold feet and hands, sensations 
of feet or other parts separated from 
the body, bubbles dripping under the 
skin or crawling of worms, sensation 


of back of head fastened to the sacrum 
by a staff. The sensations are not co- 
extensive with the distribution of the 
nerves, the anaesthetic areas may stop 
suddenly or appear in irregular areas 
as normal spots may appear in the 
midst of large areas of anaesthesia. 
Sexuality is marked by irregularities. 
Fecundation or pregnancy is not nec- 
essarily interferred with. Fecundation 
being possible without erectile ability. 
Menstruation finally becomes regular. 
Other symptoms and conditions. Ver- 
tigo and faintings are common. Ema- 
ciation occurs in about one-half of the 
cases; a fatty degeneration may occur 
however. Insanity not infrequently 
supervenes. Bedridden cases are not 
frequent. The general or localized 
tremors may not be constant, but 
appear only when the patient is over- 
taxed. The paresis or diminished 
motor power occurs as hemeparesis, 
paraparesis, or monoparesis. Sensory 
paralysis follows it partly Motor en- 
feeblement may be due in part to a 
fear of pain on movement. If pain be 
sharp and lancinating it is due to de- 
monstrable cord injury. The girdle 
or half girdle sensation indicates the 
level of the spot or spots of the cord 
most implicated. There may be con- 
scious Or unconscious exaggeration of 
symptoms, due to hypochondria or the 
effect of litigation. There may be 
abatement of some symptoms and in- 
crease of others. Memory is impaired 
particularly for recent events. As a 
rule other events are not called up in 
their proper order. General progres- 
sive decline is the rule, with loss of 
memory, chronic irritability, exhausted 
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reflexes, swaying back and fcrth when 
the eyes are closed, incontinence of 
urine, nystagmus, insomnia, speech 
defects all follow rapidly. 

Chief symptoms. They consist of 
pain in the back and limbs, tenderness 
on pressure, hyperaesthesia and sleep- 
lessness; these are followed by a yroup 
such as depression, anxiety, loss of 
memory, mental impairment, tremors, 
exaggerated reflexes, swaying when 
eyes are closed, pronounced paraes- 
thesia, vertigo and headache—persist- 
ent headache being confessedly not a 
symptom of hysteria—nystagmus, vis- 
ual paresis, irregularity in the urinary 
function. In fact, psychic, sensory, 
Special sensory motor and _ trophic 
functional alterations followed by ir- 
regular pulse, excessive sweating, tin- 
nitus aurium, irritability, asthenia and 
morbidity. The foundation frame-work 
and roof of Erichsen’s disease is the 
back pain and rigidity, with insomnia 
and emotional disturbances. 

Al) of the symptoms need not be 
present in any one case, but the pain 
symptoms are indispensable. There 
is a harmony with them and an objec- 
tive appearance so uniform that they 
can scarcely be simulated even for a 
few hours. No single symptom nor 
any two symptoms can constitute this 
disorder. The picture is made up of 
a group of symptoms, many of which 
may be separately grouped in other 
diseases like the colors on the canvas 
that create the fine picture, or the 
different materiais that go to build a 
cathedral. 

Physiology or Pathology. Sensation 
of touch, pain and temperature are 
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conveyed to the cord and brain by the 
posterior sensory nerves; when these 
nerves are destroyed in any part of 
their course these sensations are cut 
off. Impairment of these sensations 
indicate interference with their con- 
ducting tract The posterior columns 
of the cord convey touch; pain and 
temperature reside in the grey matter. 
Injury to the columns of Goll and Bur- 
dach cause anaesthesia below. Inter- 
ference with the sensory tract conduc- 
tion causes abnormal sensations, such 
as anaesthesia, hyperaesthesia, paraes- 
thesia, heat and cold sense aberations. 
Pain in the spine may be caused also 
by disease of the vertebrae and men- 
inges. Girdle pains indicate interfer- 
ence with the posterior gray or con- 
ducting tract, and usually indicate 
the level of the lesion. Sensory fibers 
cross to the opposite side of the cord, 
hence the sensation is remote from the 
injury. Destructive lesions te the sen- 
sory tract ascend; to the motor tract 
they descend. In paralysis and atro- 
phy the lesion is on the same side of 
the cord. Motor and trophic disturb- 
ances are due to lesions jn the anterior 
grey horns. At death no lesion may 
be found, and usually none have been 
found. 

The brain is generally more or less 
deranged by the same jar, or the 
symptoms travel upward to that part. 
The spinal sympathetic nervous sys- 


tem is the principal seat of the disturb- 


ance. Paresis predominates in these 
cases, ‘The pain on moving causes the 
rigidity and apparent paralysis, but 
true paralysis never occurs. ‘lhe mus- 
cular power put into a motion is wasted 
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which is objectified in the hand-shake. 

Following the reasoning of Cleven- 
ger, it becomes plausible to consider 
the basic lesion to be in the connecticn 
of the fine fillaments of the spinal 
sympathetic sensory and motor nerve 
roots with the spinal marrow. They 
have been put upon the stretch, par- 
ticularly the sympathetic communi- 
eating fibrils. The symptoms of 
vasomotor disturbances and various 
paraesthesiae can all be explained by 
this. 

Diagnosis. In making a diagnosis, 
the existence of prior disabilities must 
be obtained; if any, they may modify 
our diagnosis or not, according to 
their character; these must be weighed 
carefully by the physician. So also 
must ,the neurotic and rickety boned 
or egg-shell type of individual be duly 
considered. It is also well not to ask 
leading auestions and never let the 
patient understand the purport of the 
question asked, for unconscious simu- 
lation is very likely to occur, and 
sometimes malingering. For the gen- 
uineness of the symptoms we must rely 
largely upon the statements of the 
patient. It is not necessary for all the 
symptoms to be present in any one 
case; a few are always absent, but the 
pain characteristics are indispensable. 
There is permanency in the symptom 
crouping scarcely possible to simulate, 
The pained expression, frown, stiff 
position and gait are not easily coun- 
terfeited. The patient should be al- 
lowed no medical literature. Observe 
the leg motions, standing with eyes 
shut, also when lying down. Have 
them pick up a vin or other small 


articles from the floor while standing. 
Have them arise from a chair without 
the use of the hands, also from lying 
down position. Examine the heels 
and soles of the shoes for which is 
worse worn. The opthalmoscope gives 
negative results in these cases. Test 
their writing and drawing straight 
lines; have them touch lobes of ears 


and other parts with eyes closed. The 


various paraesthesia are diagnostic. 
Hemianaesthesia is a condition almost 
impossible to simulate, especially if 
incomplete. It bas occurred in many 
cases where no damages were asked. 
It frequently happens that areas of an- 


algesia are bounded by definite and 


fixed lines impossible to simulate. In- 
complete bodily control and clutching 
at objects for support is quite usual. 
Observe the posture and peculiar gait. 

Objective symptoms that will detect 
malingering. In the hand grip see if 
the muscles are tense over the wrist. 
For sensation impairment see if size 
und weight of coins and small objects 
can be made out with eyes closed. 
Temperature is generally subnormal 
at first. In emaciation of starvation 
the fat around the eyes is first lost, not 
so in concussion, but a general waste 
with a flabby condition is realized. 
Fibrillary twitching or tremors of in- 
dividual muscle bundles are impossible 


_ to simulate, also heart symptoms and 


flushings, hyperidrosis, cynosis, cold 
extremities, the eyes reflexes, etc. 
Electrical Diagnosis. The galvanic 
and faradic responses are less in quan- 
tity. Tremors aud paraparesis and 
motor debility seem to depend upon 
anaesthesia hemianaesthesia.

Differential diagnosis. From hysteria. 
Unconsciousness remarkably absent in 
concussion, frequent and persistent in 
hysteria. Concussion comes on slowly 
with cause; quite the reverse in hyste- 
ria, which is always sudden and with- 
out cause. Concussion gives persistent 
anaesthesia and at the same places, not 
so in hysteria. In hysteria analgesia 
slight and temporary if at all Sight 
and hearing perfect. In concussion 
analgesia is definite, bounded and con- 
stant. Electrical irritability normal 
in hysteria. Cerebral symptoms com- 
mon in hysteria, not so in concussion. 
In hysteria sudden and spontaneous 
onset and paralysis may result; con- 
cussion, slow appeurance of syroaptoms 
with paresis as the result. In hysteria 
there is no persistent headache but 
sudden contractures and hysterical 
paralysis, there is a previous hyjsteri- 
cal history with no permanent spinal 
symptoms. 

Cerebral Concussion produces a state 
of immediate and more or less pro- 
found unconsciousness, while spinal 
concussion occasions a more or less 
complete paresis of the parts supplied 
with spinal nerves the fillaments of 
which either pass through or are given 
off from the concussed portion of the 
cord. 

Landry’s ascending paralysis; there is 
destruction of the functions of the 
cord often proving rapidly fatal with 
no discoverable lesion. 

Locomotor Ataxia (Tabes dorsalis) 
there is parenchymatous neuresthenis 
with interstitial sclerosis, with vascu- 
lar, meningial, or posterior root gang- 
lion disease. 


Meningio myelitis is a disease of the 
posterior column of the cord. The 
patient must see his feet to be able to 
walk; there are lightning pains, ab- 
sence of tendon reflex. Very chronic 
it is, with sleep, appetite and digestion 
good. 

Acute myelitis; sbooting pain, but 
the spine can be moved without in- 
creasing it. There are no shooting 
pains in concussion. The girdle sen- 
sation is most common in myelitis. It 
indicates irritation of the posterior 
nerve root filaments in both com- 
plaints. 

Progressive muscular atrophy is a grad- 
ual drying up of sets of muscles, but 
no pain. 

Primary lateral sclerosis is rare and 
has no pain. 

Cerebro spinal sclerosis is caused by a 
blow, and has no back pains, rigidity 
or sleeplessness. 

Neuresthenia spinalis has no fixation 
of the spine. 

In spinal irritation the motor func- 


tions are all good. It is caused by 
nervous exhaustion. 


Spinal anemia is no longer a recog- 
nized lesion.

Prognosis and sequela. Every case is 
to be decided for itself alone. Uf the 
symptoms be long delayed, the prog- 
nosis is bad, for it leads to such chronic 
conditions as myelitis, meningeal in- 
flammatiuns, degenerations and atro- 
phy. [{f there be small hemorrhages 
in the pons, medulla, or upper end of 
cord, it is usually followed by epilepsy, 
diabetes, disorders of speech and hear- 
ing. If extra long delayed, death 


tion of the meninges. At first the 
anatomical changes are negative; later 
on sclerosis develops with immediate 
functional paralysis or paresis. When 
the case has endured for some time 
without improvement, myelitis usually 
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results from chr. nic caseous inflamma- 
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follows. Chronic caseous inflammation 


of the meninges frequently forms a 
parapachymeningeal tumor. 

The indirect consequences are slow 
to develop and consist in chronic men- 
ingitis, myelitis, myelo-meningitis, neu- 
ralgic pains, paresis, paralysis, atro- 
phies, and other chronic derangements 
of the cord. 


TREATMENT. 


Absolute rest and quiet must be in- 
sisted upon. No excitement of any 
kind should be allowed, no company 
but what is absolutely necessary. A 


dark but well ventilated and very quiet 


room must be selected. The most 
tender parts of the spine should have 
hot applications, hot liniments and 
plasters—capscine, Bello-capsic or cap- 


sicum plasters, and the essential oils 


as liniments. Keep all the bodily 
functions in order with the simplest 
means possible. No powerful physics 
or hydrogogue diuretics or any other 
drastic and debilitating treatment 
allowed. Avoid all the coal tar prep- 
arations or other heart depressants. 
Remember that the delicate nerve fila- 
ments have been put upon the stretch, 
and that the intimate molecular struc- 
ture of the cord has been disturbed, 
and see to it that the treatment is of 
the most soothing kind. Although 
the specific indications are not so well 
marked as in many other conditions, 
still they are there. 

In the first stages, Tr. Passiflora is 
particularly indicated. It should be 
given in sufficiently large doses to 
produce visible effect and should al- 
ways be accompanied by a few drops 
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of Tr. Ergot. 


A‘ favorite RK of mine is as follows: 


Sp. M. Passiflora. 


M. 8S. 3] every three hours. 


Small doses of Sp. M. macrotys are fre- 
quently indicated, so also Sp. M. bella- 
donna bryonia, arnica and pulsatilla. 
Very frequently other anodynes and 
soothing nerve sedatives are required, 
but all bromides and opiates must be 


avoided. Skillful massage, warm baths 


and carefully applied electricity are in 
order, particularly static breeze. Co- 
nium has been lauded, but I should 
prefer minute doses of lobelia for the 
same effect. After the early stages of 
the cases have subsided somewhat, use 
Sp. M. avena sat, and pipermethysti- 
cum, nux and hypophosphite of 
manganese, 

Water or air cushion bed is recom- 
mended. 


CASES. 


1. A painter fell from a two-story 
scaffolding, and suffered from the gen- 
eral paraesthesias for a number of 
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months, but gradually improved and 
was able to do light work. | 

2. Patient aged thirty, badly shaken 
up in a railroad collision, quite sick at 
first from spinal pain and nervous 
wenkness, in six months reiurned to 
work, 

3. Mrs. James Doolin became a case 
of national celebrity. She remained 
under observation for eleven years, 
and she is now partly demented; the 
result of a horse car accident. She 
passed through all of the recognized 
symptoms and many more in their most 
exaggerated form. She has given 
birth to three children during this 
time, one of which was still-born. 

4. Mrs. Hall. Trolley car accident; 
was thrown violently to the ground. 
She is still suffering extremely from 
the spinal symptoms as well as the 
various paraesthesia. 
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Rheumatism, Gout, and Treatment,

= the brief presentation of this article 

I shall not endeavor to set forth 
the various views defining the symp- 
tomatology and pathology of the so- 
called rheumatism and gout, but will 
include these conditions under the one 
general head of uric acid toxemia; 


my belief coinciding with A. Cerl H. 
Brewett, that in the absence of any 
clearly defined pathological conditions 
peither rheumatism nor gout are true 
diseases but are a group of symptoms 
arising from improper metabolism or 
the effects produced by the retention

in the system of the products of meta- 
bolism, Most uric acid is a nitrogen- 
ized substance carrying out of the 
body a large quantity of nitrogen; the 
amount eliminated daily varying from 
five to eight grains. It is to be regarded 
as an incomplete quo-product or one of 
the terminal prodicts the disassimi- 
lation of albuminous compounds and 
is probably produced in the liver. It 
is doubtful if uric acid exists in a free 
state being combined for the most 
part with sodium and p-tassium bases 
for forming urates; nevertheless, be 
that as it may, when uric acid and 
urates are generated in excess of the 
aforesaid quantity they give rise to a 
great many pathological symptoms, 
and which, 1 presume, are familiar to 
the general practitioner. 

The object of this paper is to relate 
my principies of treatment in the 
above named conditions. First of all, 
IT wish to call your attention to the 
general conditions accompanying uric 
acid toxemia; suppressed secretions and 
retention of the products of waste. 
Now to effect any good from a treat- 
ment we must first remove the above 
conditions by promoting the secretory 
functions and bringing about free 
elimination. The kidneys, skin and 
bowels are of first consideration. The 
remedial agents that are included in 
my treatment, aside from the indicated 


carb., lithium citrate and jaborandi. To 
arouse the intestinal secretions, and 
to further cause exosmosis and endos- 
mosis, rhamnus purs. in combination 
with potassium carb. is a capital agent. 
The potassium also stimulates the kid- 


remedies are, rhamnus purs., potassium 
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neys, but to further stimulate the 
kidneys and to cause them to function- 
ate Tadd to the above remedies lithium 
citrate, which will cause the elimina- 
tion of uric acid by forming chemical] 
compounds known as the urates. The 
citrate of lithinm is the most soluble 
salt of lithium, soluble in two parts of 
water, also soluble in syrup; almost 
insoluble in alcohol and ether. That 
this last promotes the excretion of de- 
posits originating from an excess of 


uric acid there can be no doubl. The 
results are brought about by the for- 


mation of the souble urates of lithium, 
and to the powerful diuretic influence 
which salts of lithium possess 
As general in those 
cases we have a- dry skin and sup- 
pressed glandular _ action. This 
being the case jaborandi added to the 
above remedies produces good results. 
The jaborandi acts upon all the glands 
of the body and causes free elimination 
from the skin. I would state here that 
as soon aS we can notice any moisture 
on the skin from the action of the jab- 
orandi we can derive immediate bene- 
fits from the use-of alkaline baths. In 
order to better illustrate my treatment 
I wiil cite a few cases. Iwas called to 
see Mrs. C. age 38, well nourished. 
Was taken down April 10th with severe 
pains in the joints, temperature 104, 
tongue coated white, bowels consti- 
pated, skin dry and hot. Patient 
stated that she had had previous at- 
tacks lasting from six weeks tv two 
months. I prescribed syr. rhamnus 
pur. comp. with the addition of jabor- 
andi. | 

- Formula of syrup as follows: 
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K Rhamnus pur...... gtts xx 
Lithium citrate...... gr. xX 
Potassium carb.......gr. i] 
3] 


M.S. take at one dose every three 
or four lours till bowels move, and 
then three times a day. 

Ordered patient to drink plenty of 
water. Called the llth, skin moist, 


kidneys acting freely, bowels operated 


once, no visible improvement in the 
joints, temperature 103; ordered treat- 


ment kept up as before directed. 


Called the 12th day, condition same 
ag previous day, except improvement 
in the joint; continued the treatment 
and made another visit following day. 
Temperature 101, considerable im- 
provement in the joint symptoms, 
bowels acting twice a day, kidneys 
secreting and the skin under slight 
diaphoresis; ordered alkaline bath and 
a continuation of the same treatment; 
next visit, on the 15th, general im- 
provement; temperature 100 no pain 
in joints, except on motion; ordered 
syr. rhamnus pur. comp. continued in 
two spoonful doses three times a day, 
and discontinued the jaborandi; made 
a return visit on the 20th, temperature 
normal, digestion pretty good, bowels 
operating daily; chemical analysis of 
urine under the above treatment re- 
veals urates in excess. It has been my 
experience that in analysis of the urine 
where we have made a diagnosis of 
rheumatism, gout or uric acid texemia, 
the retention of uric acid or wurates 
is exactly demonstrated. 

Mr. H—n, well nourished, weight 
220 pounds, taken down March 6th, 
sent for medical assistance on the 8th. 


I found patient in following condition: 


temperature 102, full bounding pulse, 
white coat on the tongue, extreme 
thirst for water, demonstrating na- 
ture’s efforts to promote the secretions, 
bowels slightly constipated, urine de- 
creased in solids, complained of pains 
in the joints and muscles; gave history 
of furmer attacks which were pro- 
nounced rheuwatism. Prescribed syr. 
rhamnus pur. comp. with the addition 
of jaborandi. 

In noting the above condition we 
have indications calling for jaborandi, 
rhamnus and alkalines. Lithium while 
it is an alkali, also promotes the se- 
cretions of the kidneys. Returned on 
the morning of the Yth, no improve- 
ment save slight moisture of the skin; 
ordered a continuation of the same 
treatment; next visit jound the patient 
in the following condition: joint pains, 
moist skin, temperature 101, bowels 
operating and a free action of the kid- 
neys; examined urine, found excess of 
urates; continued treatment, and on 
the morning of the 17th I discharged 


my patient. 


Mr. G. S. (Japanese) age 25, while 
slightly suffering from an over-heated 
condition during one of our beautiful 
Califorina days, concluded he would 
take a plunge, in order to cool off. 
Temperature about 65 F. Three days 
following, both ankles begin to swell; 
went to bed and sent forme, Found 


‘patient in following condition: tongue 


slightly coated white, temperature 103, 
bowels coustipated, complained of se- 
vere pain in ankles and lumbar region, 
urine light colored and decreased in 
quantity, skin dry. Prescribed syr. 
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rhamnus pur. co. with the addition of 
jaborandi. I consider it unnecessary 
to make any further statement other 
than the patient was up and about his 
usual vocation in eight days from the 
beginning of the above attack. 

Conclusion: The above treatment 
may uot appeal to my brother prac- 
titioners as rational therapeutics, but 
consider rheumatism, gout or uric acid 
toxemia under the treatment of the 
salicylates, with so many heart compli- 
cations aud general depression! Think 
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how many times you have to make up a 
presciiption, under the administration 
of the salicylates, composed of some 
remedy to whip the heart into action. 
In the treatment of patients suffering 
from uric acid toxemia we should ob- 
serve the following principles: remove 
causation, promote into action secre- 
tions, open up the excretions and give 
the indicated remedy and the results 
will prove satisfactory both to physi- 
cian and patient. : 


NEUMONIA, or infiammation of the 
parenchyma of the lungs, instead of 
being divided into two forms only, may 
admit of many divisions, the location, 
and the condition determining the 
name of the division. 

Of the diagnosis of all these various 
divisions I shall not speak. Each de- 
mauds a separate treatment and under 
specific medication, 98 per cent of all 
cases should terminate favorably. 

In no disease, unless it be typhoid 
fever, are the sins of commission so 
great as in pneumonia. Heroic treat- 
meut is never called for in this disease. 
I would rather take my chances on 
good nursing, good food and air, with 
proper hygienic surroundings than to 
risk my case in the hands of unskilled 
physician using the ordinary treatment 
as practiced generally. 
By good air I mean pure cold air 
breathed into the lungs by the patient. 


Pneumonia. 


J. T. FARRAR, M. D., BERKELEY, CALIFORNIA. 


Were it possible, there should be 
some means of bringing out-door air in 
direct contact with the inflamed lung. 

Probably in no disease are the seda- 
tives go little called for as in the vari- 
ous form of pneumonia, 

Aconite, unless in infinitesimal doses, 
does positive harm. | 

It is too depressing in cases of this 
kind where all our vigilance is re- 
quired to sustain the vital forces. 
Veratrum in large doses seems to cre- 
ate a disturbance of the stomach, and 
it is absolutely necessary to feed the 
patient well. 

This is one case where feeding can 
be forced. Where the stomach does not 
take food kindly, I feed per rectum. 

In the early stages of pneumonia 
bryonia and lobelia are almost specific. 
Many cases may be aborted by the 
timely use of these agents accompanied 
by proper surroundings.

~ To what extent various cases can be 
aborted will depend upon the manner 
in which the.case has been treated be- 
fore we are called. The laity generally 
consider a physic essential to their 
welfare in all ailments to which they 
are subject. Should one have been 
administered in this case we wil] find 
that it will not yield kindly to treat- 
ment. For in no disease is it so essen- 
tial to have the bowels remain perfectly 


quiet. I never move the bowels in 


pneumonia except by enema, and sel- 
dom atall. I find I get along better 
where the bowels do not move. When 
called to a case that has had the cus- 
tomary physic IL consider the prognosis 
grave. 

In refering to the careful use of the 
sedatives, i would not have it under- 
stood that I do not attempt the reduc- 
tion of the temperature. Frequent 
sponging accompanied with cold 
drinks, ice cream, etc., is refreshing 
and lowers the temperature in a safe 
manner. 

Stimulants may be used during the 
crisis, but like the sedatives, with dis- 
cretion. Alcololic stimulants, having a 
reaction, should be given, if given at 
all, in minute doses and frequently re- 
peated. Also at this stage think of 


the normal salt solution. It is ncarer 
specific during the crisis than anything 
else we can use. If you have no better 
method of administering it give it with 
the food per rectum, 

For external ajplication I generally 
usa the comp. powder of lobelia and 
capsicum. This is spread upon a 
larded cotton cloth covered with a 
flannel one and spread upon that part 
of the chest which is affected. 

Ido not favor the mush jacket, or 
poultices of any kind. They might do 
all right if they could be kept at an 
even temnerature; but when they are 
permitted to become cold they do 
harm. The hot water bag applied to 
seal of pain gives relief. 

In conclusion, I would enjoin on the 
patient perfect rest and quiet, and the 
physician should not examine the 
lungs more than necessary, for every 
time the patient is disturbed it entails 
extra work upon the heart, the res- 
piration is more rapid, and the vital 
forces lowered. 

Where I practice medicine we have 
an unusual amount of pneumonia, I 
have followed the foregoing carefully 
and have never lost a case.

He was extricated 
and carried to his bome close by. 
Upon examination I found a wide gap- 
ing wound as above described expos- 
ing the axilliary vessels and brachial 
plexus of nerves. The blood-vessels 
(their external coating) were slightly 
bruised but otherwisein good condition, 
the ulnar nerve had been stretched con- 
siderably and part of the triceps muscle 
had to be tiimmed off and sutured. The 
wound was irrigated with corrosive sub. 
(1 in 8,000). I irrigated the wound 
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aud structures freely with pure spe- 
cific echinacea. and campho-phenique, 
dusted with iodoform, and inserted 
iodofurm gauze drainaze; closed and 
dressed wound in the usual way, im- 
mobilizing arm tothe chest. The third 
day I noticed some discharge; changed 
dressings, removed three sutures, in- 
jected wound with echinnacea, and 
applied iodoform pad and bandage: 
The wound at the present writing is 
doing well.

He may have a hard enough 
time in coping with a patient who 
takes the anesthetic badly, without 
being disturbed by constant admo- 
nitions. 

If you can possibly help it never 
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allow relatives or other outsiders to be 
present at an operation. They are in 
the way, are apt to touch instruments 
and dressings, and occasionally vary 
the monotony of the proceedings by 
fainting at most inconvenient times. 
If you are compelled to employ their 
assistance you will commonly find that 
the women of the family make better 
assistants than the men. 


Injury of Ureter During Laparotomy. 


N, Fenomenoff relates in a Russian 
journal quoted by the Sem. Med of 
Novyeinber 14, that he had the misfor- 
tune to excise a small portion of one 
ureter during a tedious operation for 
removal of cystic tumors in the broad 
ligament. Instead of suturing the 
ureter to the abdominal wound and 
ablating the kidney later, he resolved 
to exclude the kidney at once, as resti- 
tutio ad integrum was impossible. He, 
therefore, drew the proximal stump of 
the ureter down as far as possible to 
prevent a diverticulum, and threw two 
ligatures around it, then replaced it in 
its normal position and sutured the 
abdominai wound, draining through 
the vagina, The patient made an 
uninterrupted recovery, complaining 
merely of a few dull pains at times in 


the lumbar region at first. She left 
the hospital in a month, and during 
the year since the operation has been 
in good health, with no indication of 
abnormal function even on analysis of 
the urine.—Jour Am. Med. Assn., Dec. 
15, 1900. 


Lavage.

Nephrorrhaphy. 

By Dr. Charles P. Noble.—The 
author recommends: (a) Careful dis- 
crimintion in diagnosis in order 
to separate cases in which movable 
kidney is a coincidence in a case 
of neurosis from those in which it is 
the cause of local and reflex symptoms; 
(b) resort to the rest cure for cases of 
slightly movable kidney, especially in 
young women; (c) the employment of 
symtomatic treatment in cases in which 
the relations between the movable kid- 
ne, and the nervous system present is 
uncertain—nephrorrhaphy should be 
employed in these cases only after non- 
operative measures have failed to 
afford relief; (d)the immediatet resort 
to operation in those cases in which 
the local symptoms, such as pain, sense 
of weight, or symptoms of strangula- 
tion are present, and when the exam- 
ination of the urine shows indications 
of congestion of the kidney, such as 
the presence of hyaline casts or albu- 
min.—Journal of the American Med-

The Medico-Legal Relations of the X-Rays. 


Report of the Committee of the American Surgical 
Association, J. W. White, Chairman, 


At the meeting in 1897, in a paper 
on the “Rontgen Rays in Surgery,” 


the chairman of this committee made 


the following remarks: 

Before leaving the subject of frac- 
tures it may be well to present for 
discussion a few questions having a 
medico-legal bearing, even although it 
may not be possible at present to 
answer them finally. 

We may begin by asking wh:ther 
skiagraphy has as yet given us a better 
understanding of fractures in general 
or has been the means of suggesting 
more efficient treatment. 

It is difficult, in reply, to point to 
any one definite addition to our knowl- 
edge of these injuries, and so far as I 
know no material modification of the 
general rules governing the treatment 
either of fractures generally or of any 
specific fracture has as yet resulted; 
but in individual cases, such as have 
been described above, it* has certainly 
been of great utility, and is likely to 
become more valuable as technique 
improves and experience increases, 

The question whether or not the 
patient has the right to demand, as 


ordinary care, that the medical attend- 
ant should have a skiagraph of the 
fracture taken, I would at this time 
unhesitatingly answer in the negative. 
Until a much larger number of cases 
have been observed, and the pictures 
and the clinical results have been com- 
pared, the routine use of skiagrapby 
might be more harmful than useful. 
There can be no doubt, however, 
that skiagraphs will figure largely in 
suits for damages after accidents and 
in cases of alleged malpractice. They 
have already been admitted as evidence 
in such cases, and it is probable that 
juries will, with increasing frequency, 
have to decide whether to place greater 
weight on deformity as shown by ski- 
agraphs or on expert evidence as to 
the absence of genuine disability. It 
seems Obvious that each case must be 
studied by itself, but that it would be 
ipjudicious, if not altogether unwar- 
ranted, for us to assume at present 
legal value of the radiograps should 
be considered carefully, and pictorial 


evidence should receive only its due 


amount of consideration in connection 


with clinical evidence. Clinical evidence | 


should have, and does have, large 
weight in the question as to results 
after fracture and other injury. Knowl- 
edge obtained by long experience and 
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positive indications is far more valu- 
able than any representation visible 
alone to the eye. 


With this review of a small portion 


of the esting evidence the following 
conclusions are respectfully offered to 
the association for discussion: 


1. The routine employment of the 


X-ray in cases of fracture is not at 


present of sufficient definite advantage 
to justify the teaching that it should 
be used in every case. If the surgeon 
is in doubt as to his diagnois, he 
should make use of this as of every 
other available means to add to his 
knowledge of the case, but even then 
he should not forget the grave possi- 
bilities of misinterpretation. There is 
evidence that in competent hands 
plates may be made that will fail to 
reveal the presence of existing frac- 
tures or will appear to show a fracture 
that does not exist. 


2. In the regions of the base of the 
skull, the spine, the pelvis and the 
hips, the X-ray results have not as yet 
been thoroughly satisfactory, although 
good skiagraphs have been made of 
lesions in the last three localities. On 
account of the rarity of such skia- 
graphs of these parts special caution 
should be observed, when they are 
affected, in basing upon X-ray testi- 
mony any important diagnosis or line 
of treatment. 


3. As to questions of deformity, 
skiagraphs alone, without expert sur- 
gical interpretation, are generally use- 
less and frequently misleading. The 
appearance of deformity may be pro- 
duced in any normal bone, and 


existing deformity may be grossly ex- 
aggerated. 

4. It is not possible.to distinguish 
after recent fractures between cases 
in which perfectly satisfactory callus 
has formed, and cases which will go 
on to non-union, Neither can fibrous 
union be distinguished from union by 
callus in which Jime-salts have not yet. 


been deposited. There is abundant 


evidence to show that the X-ray in 
these cases should be regarded as 
merely the adjunct to other surgical 
methods, and that its testimuny is 
especially fallible. 

5. The evidence as to X-ray burns 
seems to show that in the majority of 
cases they are easily and certainly pre- 
ventable. The essential cause is still 
a matter of dispute. It seems not 
unlikely when the strange suscepti- 
bilities due to idiosyncrasy are remem- 
bered that in a small number of cases 
it may make a given individual es- 
pecially liable to this form of injury. 

6. In the recognition of foreign 
bodies the skiagraph is of the very 
greatest value; in their localization it 
has occasioally failed. The mistakes 
recorded in the former case should 
easily have been avoided; in the latter 
they are becoming less frequent, and 
by the employment of accurate mathe- 
matical methods can probably in time 
be eliminated. In the meanwhile, 


however, the surgeon, who bases an 
important operation on the localization 
of a foreign body buried in the tissues, 
should remember the possibility of 
error that still exists. 

7. It has not seemed worth while 
to attempt a review of the situation 
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from the strictly legal stand-point. It 
would vary in different States and with 
different judges to interpret the law. 
The evidence shows, however, that in 
many places and under many differing 
circumstances the skiagraph will un- 
doubtedly be a factor in medico-legal 
cases. 

8. The technicalities of its produc- 
tion, the manipulation of the appara- 
tus, etc., are already in the hands of 
specialists, and with that subject also 
it has not seemed worth while to deal. 
But it is earnestly recommended that 
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the surgeon should so familiarize him- 
self with the appearance of skiagraphs, 
with their distortions, with the relative 
values of their shadows and outlines, 
as to be himself the judge of their 
teachings, and not depend upon the 
interpretation of others who may lack 
the wide experience with surgical in- 
jury and disease necessary for the cor- 
rect reading of these pictures.

Aseptic Minor Gynaecology.

Antiseptic Irrigation of the Vagina.— 
Unless inspection of the vagina is 
necessary, before making a digital ex- 
amination, or unless it 1s necessary to 
take specimens of vaginal secretions 
for microscopic examination, the nurse 
should now proceed to irrigate the 
vagina and vulva with an antiseptic 
solution. If there is no nurse present, 
this, though very embarrassing to both, 
must be done by the physician. I 
wish to say a word as to the method 
of irrigating the vagina to secure 
cleanliness. The usual method is most 
ineffectual. To do it perfectly it is 
necessary to distend the vagina and its 
folds and to permit the solution to 


fits the vulva. 


escape with a gush. In order to ac 
complish this readily [ have had made 
a vaginal irrigator with shield. It 
consists of a hard rubber or glass DOz- 
zle, with slits in the end instead of 
holes, so as to permit the solution to 
escape more rapidly. This vaginal 
nozzle is inserted through the opening 
in the shield, to the back of which is 
attached the tubing from the reservoir. 
This shield has a concave surface three 
inches wide by five inches long, which - 
It is covered with soft 
rubber with a raised rim around the 
circumference. The vaginal nozzle 
is inserted and the shield pressed up 
against the vulva snugly. The water 
from the reservoir is permitted to flow 
into the vagina until it becomes dis- 


tended, then the shield is withdrawn 
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a short distance and the water is per- 
mitted to escape with a rush. This 
maneuver is to be repeated until the 
reservoir is exhausted. The shield 
serves the double purpose of compres- 


sing the vulva and preventing the es- 
cape of the solution so as to distend 
the vagina, and at the same time pro- 
tects the hand holding it from contact 
with the escaping solution. This is 
the only absolutely reliable method of 
cleansing the vagina by irrigation. 
Each shield is furnished with two of 
the soft rubber ccvers, so that one 
may be in use while the otber is being 
sterilized. 

The antiseptic employed for this 
irrigation should be one that is effect- 
ive without being irritating. I prefer 
a one per cent. solution of the anti- 
septic soap which I employ for wash- 
ing the hands, and have found it most 
satisfactory, on account of its soapy 
character, in removing the secretion 
that sometimes adheres quite tena- 
ciously to the vaginal walls and its 
foids. 

Lubricant for Finger and Speculum.— 
The lubricant employed for the exam- 
ining finger and instruments is most 
important, both from the standpoint 
of cleanliness and comfort of the pa- 
tient, as well as for the physician. I 
have abandoned all forms of grease, 
because they adhere to the parts and 
are not easily removed, and because 
tbey cannot be removed from the hand 
without hard washing and scrubbing. 
The Synol soap used for washing the 
hands I have found most convenient 
and agreeable. It is casily removed 
from the hand by simply placing it 


under a stream of water. It is removed 
from the valva by wiping with a damp 
cloth or absorbent cotton. The same 
lubricant is used for the speculum. 
Besides being convenient, it possesses 
the additional advantage of being 
antiseptic. 

Method of Making Digital Examin- 
ation of the Vagina.—If a suspicious 
vaginal discharge is encountered, it is 
wiser to employ rubber gloves or rub- 
ber finger cots, when a digital exam- 
ination of such cases is required. A 


digital examination should be made 


with one finger, since just as much can 
be felt by employing one properly, 
and it will reach just as far, if the 
knuckles are not doubled up. The 
outside fingers should be straightened 
out and made to slip between the folds 
of the buttocks. In this manner the 
reach of the index finger is much in- 
creased. The insertion of two fingers 
into the vagina, besides being unneces- 
sary, 1s most unpleasant, and even 
disagreeable, to the patient, Both 
bands should be used alternately for 
palpating the appendages, since the 
palmar face of the finger-end is more 
acutely sensitive and the touch is more 
reliable when the finger and the hand 
are straight instead of when bent over 
awkardly to palpate the opposite ap- 
pendage, Therefore, the index finger 
of each hand should be educated, and 
a phys cian should be able to palpate 
equally well with either. 

Method of taking Specimens of Secre- 
tion for Microscopical Examination.— 
When it becomes necessary to take 
specimens of vaginal secretion for 
microscopical examination, which is 
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most important, since we should know 
the character and significance of every 
discharge that is encountered in this 
line of work, though it is often neg- 
lected, a sterile speculum is inserted 
into the vagira, preferbly a simple 
perineal retractor. This is lubricated 
on the outer side and inserted deep 
into the ragina, the end of the beak 
passing into the cul-de-sac behind the 
cervix. A loop of platinum wire fast- 
ened in a glass handle is sterilized by 
passing it slowly several times through 
the flame of an alcohol lamp or Bun- 
sen burner. With this a specimen is 
taken from the urethra by inserting it 
within the meatus and turning it 
around or gently pressing it against 
the sides. Another similar sterile plat- 
inum loop is selected and another 
specimen taken from the vaginal wall 
or side of the cervix at the cervico- 
vaginal fold. Still another is inserted 
well into the cervix after the visible 
secretion at the external os has been 
wiped away with a pledget of sterile 
absorbent cotton in the grasp of a 
dressing forceps. As each specimen is 
taken, it is deposited on a clean cover- 
glass and teased out into a thin film 
with the platinum loop. Then it is 


placed under a bell glass to dry. When — 


dry it is fixed on the cover-glass by 
passing the reverse side quickly through 
an alcohol flame or Bunsen burner 
twice. I will not go into the details of 
staining and mounting the specimens, 
as it is understood by most of you, 
and those not familiar with it can 
readily find it described elsewhere. 
Uterine Irrigation.—Besides irriga- 
tion of the vagina, which is done solely 
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for the purpose of securing cleanli- 
ness, and seldom by the physician as a 
therapeulic measure, irrigation of the 
uterine cavity is frequently necessary, 
both for the purpose of securing clean- 
liness and drainage of the cavity, and 
also for therapeutic purposes. For 
this purpose I employ a clinical double- 
current irrigator. It is small enough 
to be inserted through the cervical 
canal in most instances where irriga- 
tion is required’ In conditions requir- 
ing irrigation, the canal is usually 
larger than normal, though it is not 
invariably so. Where it does not 
enter readily, a piece of rubber tub- 
ing may be slipped o.er the outside, 
insulating it to within two and a half 
to three inches of the end, and con- 
verting it into an electrode temporarily, 
there being an attachment at the outer 
extremity for connection with the cord 
from the battery. By using this con- 
nected with the negative pole of the 
galvanic battery for a few moments 
with a moderate strength of current 
(10 M.), it will slip by the constriction. 
Where there is much constriction in 
the vanal, if is best to continue the 
current during the entire irrigation, 
which will facilitate subsequent drain- 
age by relaxing the canal. 

There is considerable advantage in 
having the outer tube or canula as 
long as it is in this instrument, be- 
cause it conducts the outflow outside — 
the vulvar orifice, where it may be 
emptied into a basin held under it. 
The outer tube broadens from a point 
two and a half inches from the point 
to the exit, which obviates blocking 
of its caliber. The inner tube, which 
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conducts the in-flow, terminates at the 
point of the instrument, and the open- 
ing is a split across the point similar 
to a gas-tip. This is for the purpose 
of projecting the liquid from the point 
of the irrigator tube, and the split is 
to permit it to escape laterally if the 
end impinges against the fundus. 

I have found that irrigation of the 
uterus is the most satisfactory method 
of treatment for endometritis, both 
where curettage is necessary and when 


it is not. After curettage it is particu- 
larly useful to remove debris, clots and 
secretion, which will collect in the 
cavity and prove a source of irritation 
if not removed. When medication of 
the surface is necessary, it is certainly 
the most satisfactory and least objec- 
tionable method of making an applica- 
tion, since an application thus made is 
most thorough to the whole surface 
and none of the solution is left behind 
in the cavity to provoke irritation. 


Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat

A Peculiar Oase of Anosmia. 


Mr. President, fellow Members: 

The various neuroses of olfaction are 
so commonly met with, and especially 
the condition known as anosmia, that 
it is with some considerable degree of 


hesitancy that I call your attention 


to this case. However, there were so 
many peculiar features connected with 
it that it was interesting and instruct- 
ive to me and I trust it will prove the 
same to you. | 

Some eight months ago, a lady pre- 
sented herself at my office and re- 
quested me to examine her throat and 
tell her if anything could be done for 
her. She had been gradually losing 
the sense of smell for several months 


previous, and at the time of consulta- 
tion could not distinguish even a very 


strong odor. She complained of a 
failure to relish her food and said 
there were many things which she 
could not taste at all. 

Upon examination I found the mem- 
brane of the throat rather pale but 
moist and otherwise of healthy appear- 
ance. Asa matter of routine, I next 
examined the posterior nares and naso- 
pharynx. On the right side I found 
some smal] polypi and on the left s.de 
the membrane was grayish and un- 
healthy looking. 

Anteriorly I found the right inferior 
turbinate hypertrophied to such a de- 
gree that it was impossible to distin- 
guish any passage nor could I pass a 
small probe into the attic of the nose 
with gentle pressure. 

In the left nostril the opposite con- 
dition was present; the membrane was 
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pale and the turbinals shrunken until 
they were little more than ridges 
which could be more easily felt than 
seen. As a result of this careful ex- 
amination I informed the patient that 
the trouble was not in the throat and 
explained to her the condition of her 
nostrils. Why in the one case she 
could not smell because the air could 
not reach the nerve terminals, and in 
the other case the membrane was atro- 
phied and the function of the nerves 
lost. 

She was quite a bit incredulous as 
she was imbued with the idea that the 
trouble was in her throat, for so she 
had been told by two wise specialists 
of this city who had both tried various 
applications and inhalents without 
result except to lighten her purse. 

Upon my assurance that a removal 
of turbinal and polypi would restore 
her sense of smell on one side, she 
consented to have the work done. 

While the wounds were healing I 
began electrical massage on the left 
and topical applicaticns of icthyol on 
the right side. This was continued on 
alternate days for three weeks, at the 
end of which time there was a decided 
improvement in the appearance of the 
membrane and the right nostril was 
entirely healed. Still there was no 
recovery of olfaction. 

The electrical massage was con- 
tinued and a weak solution of tri-chlor 
acetic acid was also used in the left 
nostril. At the end of two weeks the 
merbranes were as healthy as anyone 
could desire but my patient was dis- 
consolate. 

Now none of us like to acknowledge 


& failure and though I felt that my. 
resources were exhausted, yet the 
knowledge that two older and presum- 
ably wiser men had failed to effect a 
cure prompted me to give the case a 
more thorough study. It was clear 
that there was some other cause for 
the anosmia beside the nasal obstruc- 
tions and atrophy. 

Upon questioning the patient, I 
learned that her menses had for the 
past two years been irregular and pro- 
fuse, that she suffered from palpitation 
at times, and that she was ‘always 
tired,’ as she expressed it. Her pulse 
was rapid, small and easily compres- 
sible, face and lips pale and flesh 
flabby. There was clearly a condition 
of anaemia and atony. I concluded 
that I had at last found the real cause 
of the anosmia and with renewed hope 
I advised the patient as to exercise 
and bathing; instructed her to take 
a dry salt rub every morning, and 
prescribed

and at bed time. 


In ten days she presented herself 
and said she felt better and stronger 
but could notice no return of smell or 
taste. As it was then about three 
weeks till Christmas she was becoming 
impatient as she was anxious to be 
able to enjoy her dinner. Iam a firm 
believer in the efficacy of properly used 
suggestion and so I said to her, with 
an air of assurance which I was far 
far from feeling, ‘Before Christmas 
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you will have entirely recovered your 
sense of smell, and as taste largely de- 
pends upon that, you will be able to 
taste your dinner also.”’ 

I cautioned her to follow my direc- 
tions carefully and not to neglect tak- 
ing her medicine, and bade her good 
day with the conviction strong within 
me that I would never have the au- 
dacity to send her my bill, for I felt 
that I had promised too much. Two 
days before Christmas she came in and 


was fairly hysterical with joy She - 


had completely regained the sense of 
smell and could taste as well as ever. 

It is needless to say that I was sur- 
prised, not so much at the results but 
at the rapidity with which the con- 
dition had yieded to treatment. My 
reputation was saved and I was bappy, 
especially as my bill was paid promptly 
and cheerfully. 

Now, perhaps, a brief review of the 
case is in order that you may clearly 
understand why it is designated 
“ neculiar.”’ 

First. There was an exactly oppo- 
site condition present in the two nostrils. 


In the right an hypertrophy! in the 


left, an atrophy. 

Second. A clearing away of the 
obstructions, and massage and mild 
stimulation had no effect other than 
to restore the membrane to apparent 
health. 

[Usually this treatment would be 
followed by at least a partial recovery 
of olfaction. | 

Third. A comparatively short course 
of medication, which was specific ac- 
cording to my understanding of in- 
dications, combined with hygienic 
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measures resulted in a prompt and 
extremely gratifying recovery. 
Although I do not believe that this 
case could have recovered without 
some attention to the nostrils, yet my 
faith in medicine has been strength- 
ened, and I[ am satisfied that anaemia 
is a factor always to be considered in 
this variety of nasal neuroses. I have 
sometimes blamed myself for not dis- 
covering the true condition of my 
patient earlier, but I find consolation 
in the thought that two other special- 
ists, of far wider reputation, looked 
no farther than the throat, and I am 
grateful to them for leaving me some 
work todo. This is another “peculiar” 


feature of the case.

In adults, enlarged glands are 
very suggestive of the presence of 
malignant trouble, and necessitate 
careful cxamination of the whole mouth 
and throat.—Haxperience.

The Sequels of Gonorrhea and Their 
Significance. 


During the present year a series of 
lectures on sypbilis and gonorrhea 
have been held in Berlin under the 
direction of the Royal Bureau of Public 
Instruction, For the most part these 
papers are of unusual merit and are 
worthy of the careful reading of those 
interested in this subject. One of the 
best of these papers, by Professor 


Franz Konig, with the above title, 


appeared in the Berliner Klinische 
Wochenscrift, Nov., 1800. He notes 
wilh astonishment the slow progrefs 
which has been made in the knowledge 
of gonorrhea, although this disease 
was well known long before the time 
of Hippocrates. Not until the specific 
organism was discovered by Neisser in 
1879 was it understood that this infec- 
tion may become general and that the 
gonococcus may be found in every 
organ and in every body cavity and 
may even lead to death. 

He divides the sequels of gonorrhea 
into three classes: the local affections 
in the neighborhood of the urethra, 
such as periurethral abscess, strictures 
etc. The ascending processes affect- 
ing the oviducts and ovaries, or the 
prostate and testicles, the bladder, 
ureters aud kidneys. The blood affec- 
tions which give rise to severe acuie 
gonococcus pyemia or the less severe 
forms affecting the heart, the pleura 
and the joints. In the limits of his 


paper he found it impossible to discuss 
these numerous forms of infection, but 
to indicate their practical significance 
he considered only some of the severe 
infections of the kidney and of the 
joints. He mentions two extremely 
severe cases Of pyonephrosis, one of 


them requiring nephrectomy and near- 


lv leading to the death of the patient. 

The gonorrheal joint affections are 
even more frequent and important. 
Ee discusses the symptoms, diagnosis, 
and treatment at some length. To in- 
dicate the frequency and severity of 
these affections he mentions that dur- 
ing the past five years eighteen cases 
of severe gonorrheal infection of the 
hip have come under his notice. One 
of these patients died from a double 
ryelitis which existed at the same tim, 
Of the remaining seventeen patients 
only six were discharged eutirely cured. 
In all the others there was more or less 
limitation of motion, and in four there 
was permanent shortening. These very 
severe cases of joint and kidney affec- 
tions are not usually reccgnized, as 
they are easily mistaken for tubercu- 
lous processes. 

The fact that so many severe cases 
of gonorrheal hip disease occurred in 
the practice of one trustworthy ob- 
server makes it evident how imnortant 
is this form of infection. Probably uo 
infectious disease is much more com- 
mon, or may be followed by more 
serious results. Yet tbe gravity of 
gonorrheal infection has long becn 
overlooked and underrated by most 
practitioners. It is still common to 
hear such matters passed off in a light 
way, by men of experience, as not more 
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serious than a hard cold. ‘This must 
be to some extent the result of neglect 
to keep thoroughly posted as to the 
results of careful investigations since 
the discovery of the gonococcus. No 
doubt it will always be impossible to 
get rid of this disease entirely, but if 
it were generally known how serious 
may be the consequences, the number 
of infections would no doubt be much 
less. The education of the public in 
this respect is chiefly in the hands of 
the medical profession. Have we been 
doing our duty in this respect? The 
establishment, as in Berlin, of a series 
of lectures by prominent men in all of 
our large cities would certainly not be 
without great influence in the right 
direction.— American Medicine. 


‘Some Points on the Use of Cocaine. 


Dr. Wyatt Wingrave bas been ex- 
perimenting with various vehicies for 
cocaine, in order to obtain the maxi- 
mum effect from the smallest quantity 
of the drug. He found that a two per 
cent. solution of alkaloidal cocaine, in 
equal parts of almond and petroleum 
oils, proved an efficient local anesthetic 
for the examination of and slight 
operations upon the nose and throat. 
Applied either by the means of an atom- 
izer or a cotton swab, it produces a 
more prolonged anesthesia than a 
watery solution, though it takes longer 
before the anesthesia becomes estab- 
lished. He further found that an aque- 
ous solution of cocaine hydrochlorate, 
five per cent., and sodium sulphate, two 
per cent., produced anesthesia more 
rapidly than cocaine alone, while the 


degree of anesthesia was equal to that 
obtained cnly by much stronger solu- 
tions of cocaine, when the latter sub- 
tance is used alone. It is thus seen 
that not only is economy practised in 
the use of the expensive eceaine, but 
the risk of consitutional symptoms is 
minimized. The sodium sulphate was 
selected partly on account of its pene- 
trating power and partly owing to its 
solvent action upon the globulins and 
other proteids which occur in the 
secretions. 


The Treatment of Summer Diarrhea in 
Infants. 


C. G. Kerley, in the Medical News, 
August 4, 1900, writes about the prac- 
tical points in the treatment of summer 
diarrhea, The two chief features of a 
rational treatment of summer complaint 
are elimination and diet. The former 
removes tle bacteria and their products 
from the digestive tract; the purpose 
of the diet is to give nourishment 
which will not furnish a favorable 
medium for the growth of germs. 

If no vomiting is present, castor oil 
or calomel should be given, in order to 
clear the intestines. If the infant is 
vomiting this symptom must first be 
controlled by diet and lavage. 

As regards diet, the first thing to be 
done is to stop the milk, no matter 
whether it is breast milk, cow’s milk, 
or peptonized milk, or condensed milk, 
or any of the milk foods. The younger 
the patient the more imperative is the 
necessity of discontinuing the milk. 
In some cases it will be necessary to 
keep the milk away only for twenty- 
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four hours, in others it has to be ex- 
cluded for weeks, The diet in such 
cases should be as follows: If there is 
vomiting the stomach should be 


washed, and nothing whatever given 


for a few hours, when a teaspoonful of 
water may be tried. If the water is 
retuined it may be given every fifteen 
minutes. The next step is to give in- 
creased quantities of dextrinized bar- 
ley water at long intervals. If the 
case is one of diarrhea without vomit- 
ing he instructs the mother to give 
from three to five ounces of the dex- 
trinized barley, either plain or salted, 
to which is added from one to two 
ounces of chicken, beef or mutton 
broth. 

The broths must be given cautiously, 
for in some patients they have a decid- 
edly laxative effect. The writer does 
not use white of egg in water, because 
many children fail to digest it. The 
amount of food given may correspond 
to that given in health, but it should be 
given in smaller quantities at shorter 
intervals Plain boiled water may be 
given at any time for thirst. The use 
of a proprietary preparation of dias- 
taste for the purpose of predigesting 
the barley is recommended. A _ too 
strong milk mixture must not be given 
on resuming the milk diet, and the 
latter should not be commenced until 
the stools are nearly normal. The in- 
crease of milk should be gradual In 
cases in which a child cannot return 
to milk in the smallest quantity until 
October or November, scraped beef, 
beef juice, and predigested cereals are 
our main reliance. A teaspoonful or 
two of some soluble proprietary food 


may be added to each feeding of dex- 
trinized barley. In breast-fed babies 
the attacks are usually milder, and they 
can often return to breast-milk after 
twenty-four or forty-eight hours. | 

The writer uses practically but four 
drugs in summer diarrhea, castor oil 


calomel, already mentioned, and bis- 


muth subnitrate and opium. The 
newer antiseptics and astringents are 
of but limited value. He uses large 
doses of bismuth subnitrate (12 to 20 
grains) with aromatic syrup of rhubarb 
(3 minims) and water enough to make 
a dram. Opium should not be given 
unless the passages are more than six 
or seven daily. In cases where there 
is much fever and prostration 4-6 
stools are of benefit as drainage, and 
opium and astringents should not be 
given. The best form of opium to 
give in such cases is Dover's powder, 
from } to 34 grain, every two or three 
hours for a child eight months of age. 
For the fever, packs, baths and spong- 
ing are all that is necessary. Alcohol 
disturbs the stomach, and strophanthus 
digitalis, or strychnine should there- 
fore be given if stimulants are required. 
For uncontrollable vomiting a hypo- 
dermic injection of ,- gr. morphine 
with ,j, gr. atropine may be given to 
a child one year old. 

[rrigation of the colon, in the opinion 
of the writer, has been overdone. It 
is of great service when the stools are 
infrequent and foul. Itis also useful in 
active cases with 6-8 passages, particu- 
larly if there is any blood or much 
mucous. The irrigations should be 


carried out ai eight, twelve or twenty- 
four hour intervals, depending upon 
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the nature of the case. Boric acid or 
salt solution is to be used, or, if there 
is much mucus, a solution of tannic 
acid, 1 per cent. Two quarts are to 
be injected and the irrigation stopped 
when the water runs clear. A soft 
rubber catheter No. 14, English, should 
be used, and the temperature of the 
solution should be 95-100° F. The 
bag or syringe is to be suspended 
three feet above the child. A certain 
amount of water must first run into 
the intestine before it returns through 
the anus alongside the tube. The 
catheter is introduced for an inch or 
two and the water allowed to distend 
the colon before further introduction 
is attempted. In speaking of prophy- 
laxis, Dr. Kerley says: 

“It is not enough that the child be 
given sterilized milk and breast-milk; 
he must be made comfortable. The 
clothing should be of the lightest and 
on very hot days he should be in the 
open air in the shade, if in the country ; 
if in the city, the coolest room in the 
house or apartment is far better than 
hot, dusty streets. Whether in the 
city or country two or three fifteen- 
minute spongings with water at 60° F. 


will make the child ever so much more 
- comfortable. Further, we know the 


digestive capacity is lessened during 
the heated term and the milk should 
be reduced in strength from one-fourth 
to one-third on the very trying days, 
aiding water to replace the quantity 
removed. | 
“The mother should always wash 
her hands most carefully with soap 
and hot water before preparing the 
iafant’s food, before handling nursing 


bottle, nipples, or any nursing appara- 
tus. The infection may be carried to 
the feeding utensils by the hands of 


.the mother, other children may become 


infected, or reinfection take place in 
the one already ill. A child with sum- 
mer diarrhea should not come in con- 
tact with other young members of the 
family, for summer diarrhea must un- 
questionably be placed in the list of 
communicable diseases.”’ 


Treatment of Tuberculosis. 


For ten days each morning an injec- 
tion of five to ten centigrams of caco- 
dylate of soda is given, followed by rest 
five days without medication. Then, 
for teu days, morning and evening, 
fifteen to twenty centigrams of creosote 
in capsules, followed by five days rest 
when the treatment with cacodylate of 
soda is repeated, and so on. The 
alternate administration of these reme- 
dies is said to give better results than 
either of them alone, and has been 
used with success in one of the largest 


_ hospitals of Paris.—Med. Review.

Dr, J. W. Hamilton followed with 
some well chosen words in eulogy of 
the men who were proven loyal to 
eclecticism, and moved the audience 
to laughter and upplause by his 
humorous anecdotes: and bitter criti- 
cisms. 

The applications of Drs. S. P. von 
Gerichten, A. P. Baird, F. I. Lamb, 
L. A. Perce, G. D. Rich, P. L. Hamil- 
ion, T. L. Keegan, and E. C. Bond, 
were favoiably reported upon by the 
“ censors and they were regularly ad- 
mitted to the privileges of membership. 

The reports of officers showed that 
the society was in better condition as 
to finances and membership than at 
any time in its history. 

Several..papers were read. and dis- 
cussed during the afternoon session 
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a few remarks upon the burden of 
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and at four o’clock the society ad- 


journed till Wednesday, at 10 a. m. 


Wednesday—The reading and dis- 
cussion of papers was continued, and 
the election was made a special order 
of business for the afternoon session.
